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SEX EDUCATION 
HELD RED PLOT 

Another Try to Subvert 
Students — Courtney 

Sex education is only the 
most recent example of Com- 
munist efforts to subvert Ameri- 
can young people through the 
nation’s schools, Kent Courtney 
charged Thursday. 

Courtney, national chairman 
of the Conservative Society of 
America, addressed a noon 
luncheon meeting of the educa- 
tion bureau of the Young Men’s 
Business Club at Maylie’s Res- 
taurant 

The title of his talk was 
“Reds in the Schoolroom.” 
Courtney tried to link sever- 
al groups to Communist subver- 
sion. Among them were: the 
National Education Association, 
the W. E. B. De Bois Clubs, the 
philosophy of “progressive edu- 
cation,” “permissiveness” in 
morals and guidance, the Stu- 
dent Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC) and Stu- 
dents for a Democratic Society 
(SDS). 

The use of tax-supported 
public institutions as platforms 
for Communist speakers also 
was attacked by Courtney. In 
1964, he said. Communist speak- 
ers made 44 lecture appear- 
ances on college campuses. 

Quoting J. Edgar Hoover, 
Courtney said, “It is ironic that 
Communist party speakers— 
whose minds and thoughts and 


actions are in no manner free- 
should demand the opportunity 
to parrot the Moscow line to 
young Americans under the 
guise of academic freedom.” 
“They have destroyed your 
children’s ability to read, write, 
compute, and think,” Courtney 
said. “The problem is degrada- 
tion of education at all levels. 
Start out by finding odt if your 


children are being tampered 


with,” he advised. 
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
